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Agency directors 
OK water council 


County Water Agency directors gave 
their approval Tuesday — with County 
Supervisor Robert L. Hedlund strongly 
dissenting — to the idea of having a 
County Water Purveyors’ Council set up 
as a “coordinating body” to work with 
the county should State Project water 
become a reality. 


Hedlund, who with the other four 
supervisors are directors of the agency, 
disagreed with the board majority, 
claiming such a council "would be 
creating a lobby to lobby for State 
Project water.” 
Water Agency Engineer-Manager 
Charles Lawrance was challenged by 


Hedlund when he appeared to back the 
plan, as originally advanced a week ago 
by Attorney Stanley Hatch, council for 
the Santa Ynez River Water Conserva­ 
tion District. 
Hatch reiterated Tuesday that the 
suggestion came from the Santa Ynez 
district board of directors, and he was 
relaying it to the county officials. 
Hedlund asked Hatch "what is the goal 
of such a group and what service can it 
render to the county?” 
Hatch replied that such a council 
"isn’t seen as a lobby ... but an organiza­ 
tion of people who can achieve coordina­ 
tion ... people knowledgeble about 
technical questions and issues.” 


"They want to have an impact... they 
want to be involved in the environmental 
impact report process — it is their 
project, too,” Hatch added, "and the 
county needs somebody to talk with.” 
Earlier, Hedlund and Supervisor 
William Wallace expressed concern that 
Lawrance — who is seen by them as a 
proponent for State Project water — was 
getting too much involved in plans to 
work up a "master EIR” for the State 
Project.

At the same time, Robert Hunt, 
C ounty F arm B ureau ex e cu tiv e 
Enterprise undergoes 
toughest test yet 


EDWARDS AIR FORCE (UPI) - 
Enterprise. America’s space truck of the 
future, underwent its toughest test yet 
today, plunging in a steep powerless 
glide from more than 20,000 feet to a 
perfect desert landing in little more than 
two minutes. 
"A super flight there, a super flight.” 
mission control told the orbiter’s crew 
when they brought the orbiter to a halt 
«1 the runway. 


Hie 75-ton space shuttle, which some 
scientists jokingly have labeled a "flying 
rock,” made its first free flight without a 
750-pound tailcone which served to 
stabilize the Enterprise during its first 
three tests. 
The delta-winged craft dropped swiftly 
on a more than 22 degree glide path to a 
touchdown 2 minutes, 40 seconds after it 
blasted free from the Boeing 747 
mothership which carried it aloft. 


The Enterprise was tested for the first 
time today in the configuration it will 
have when it returns from missions to 
outer space. Without the plastic tailcone, 
winds buffeted the 747, but not enough to 
abort the mission. 


The National Aeronautics and Space 
Adm inistration mission control in 
Houston had given Fitzhugh Fulton, pilot 
of the jumbo jet. the option of ending the 


flight at any time vibrations became 
dangerous. 
Fulton reported during the ascent to 
the 20.536 feet launch altitude, however, 
that wind buffeting and vibration were 
moderate. 
He also could have chose to launch the 
7Vton orbiter as low as 11,000 feet over 
this Mojave Desert air base. 
Before reaching launch altitude, the 
tandem planes went through a dress 
rehearsal for the "pitchover" maneuver 
which puts them in a shallow dive to 
gather speed for the separation. 
Fulton reported buffeting increasing 
as the two craft picked up speed but he 
said it was not too heavy. After the 
•pitchover” test, the planes resumed 
their climb. 
Takeoff time had been moved up 15 
minutes to provide time for the extra 
maneuver. 
Astronaut Joe Engle was the com­ 
mander at the controls of the space ship. 
Richard Truly was the pilot and the two 
men alternated the guidance system 
after the shuttle was blown from the top 
of the 747 with explosive bolts while fly­ 
ing at about 300 miles per hour. 
The Enterprise dropped at a rate of 
about 7,200 feet per minute, reaching 
speeds above 330 m.p.h. in the estimated 
two minute. 35 second powerless flight. 
It landed at 8:52 a.m. PDT. 
Serious crime incidents 
decrease by seven per cent 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The number 
of serious crimes dropped 7 per cent dur­ 
ing the first six months of this year when 
compared to the same time last year, but 
the number of rapes ami assaults in­ 
creased, the FBI said today. 
The Uniform Crime Reports released 
by the FBI showed serious crimes 
overall continuing a decline which began 
in the last quarter of last year. 
All 
regions of the country experienced 
decreases. 


Large urban centers like New York, 
Boston, D allas, Philadelphia, Los 
Angeles, Detroit and Atlanta showed 
lower figures for the first six months of 
1977 than for the same time in 1978. 
Washington, D.C., however, showed a sl­ 
ight increase. 
"This is encouraging evidence that the 
surge of crime in recent years is eb­ 
bing.” Attorney General Griffin Bell 


said. “ However, the number of violent 
crimes — those against persons — re­ 
mains high. 
"We must persist.” Bell said "in our 
efforts to develop m ore effective 
deterrents to all crime." 
Violent crimes as a group — including 
murder, forcible rape, robbery and 
aggravated assault — showed no change 
from year ago levels, the FBI said. The 
7 per cent decline, then, occurred in the 
number of property crimes: 
burglary, 
larceny-theft and car thefts. 


Increases of 8 per cent in the number 
of forcible rapes reported and 4 per cent 
for aggravated assaults occurred in the 
face of the general decline. 


FBI Director Clarence Kelley urged 
citizens to practice crime prevention — 
something he said can "constructively 
lessen the opportunities for crime in 
every part of our nation.”

Hunt said. 


Hunt said that it was likely that some 
Santa Ynez Valley parcels now getting 
Cachuma irrigation water "might be 
close" to the 160-acre figure, but on the 
whole acreage was "limited” there to 
smaller parcels. 
Hunt said he was concerned with the 
possibility the Bureau of Reclamation, 
after not enforcing the rule for years, is 
now seeming to "swing to the opposite 
extreme” in possible enforcement. 
"We hope things will settle back on an 
even keel and not go from under to over- 
enforcement.” he added. 


While Board of Supervisors chairman 
Harrell Fletcher, of Santa Maria, said he 
had "doubts that the limitation law could 
be enforced” in regard to Twitchell 
Project, Hunt said he foresaw unplea­ 
sant effects "particularly in Santa Maria 
Valley” if worst came to worst. He ex­ 
plained that Federal subsidization "in 
some way might be implied.” 


W ater Agency Engineer-M anager 
Charles Lawrance told the directors — 
who are also the county supervisors — he 
felt the Twitchell Project near Santa 
Maria was exempt from the 160-acre 
limitation and "saw no complications 
there.” 
Later. Supervisor Harrell Fletcher, of 
Santa Maria, board chairman, said this 
may be the case because Twitchell 
reservoir was designed to be "part flood 
control and part groundwater recharge.” 
and it would seem "a difficult thing to 
prove ... as only a small amount of the 
basin there is recharged " 
Application of the 160-acre limitation 
law in Santa Maria Valley "would be dis­ 
astrous,” Fletcher stated. 
Fletcher, former chairman of the 
County Water Agency, and a member of 
the board of directors of the prestigious 
California Water Resources Assn., said 
there are other things "scaring the 
farm ers” in addition to planned enforce­ 
ment of the 160-acre limitation law. 
Gov. Brown, he said, has a "task force 
studying who owns water in the basins" 
beneath private property. Farmers are 
fearful they may wind up having such 
water metered, he said. 


Base strikers unaffected by order 


LOS ANGELES (UPI) - A Superior 
Court judge Tuesday issued a temporary 
order limiting picket line activities by 
the International Association of 
Machinists in its three-day old strike 
against the Lockheed Corp. 
Following company complaints of inci­ 
dents on the picket lines. Judge Charles 
H Phillips ordered the union to keep 
pickets off company property and not to 
obstruct persons trying to enter Lock­ 
heed installations. 
Local IAM 2217 Pres. Ed Leach today 
said there have been no incidents with 
Lockheed strikers at Vandenberg. 
"We re in a different situation 
altogether up here. It’s always been a 


rule that you don’t go on company 
property, but there are always those that 
get carried away. 
"We can’t be compared to a group like 
that because we're not even near the 
plant — we can’t even see the plant from 
where we are picketing. Besides, when 
we go in the morning it is so dark you 
can’t tell who’s who anyhow.” 
Phillips turned down a Lockheed 
request for an order limiting the number 
of pickets. 
More than 17,000 members of the 
machinist’s union struck Lockheed's 
California plants at Palmdale, Burbank 
and Sunnyvale, and installations at 
Saugus and Sun Valley.

SMID water subscription refusal 
causes dash with SY officiais

Directors of Santa Ynez River Water 
Conservation D istrict and Solvang 
Municipal 
Improvement 
District 
(SMID) last night squared off on the 
question of subscribing for state project 
water, but were still at odds at the close 
of the three-hour meeting. 
At issue is the refusal thus far of SMID 
directors to file a formal subscription for 
specific amounts of the county’s entitle­ 
ment of state project water. 
Opinion among SMID directors at the 
close of the joint session ranged from 
Thomas G. Nielsen’s blunt rejection of 
the plea for a subscription, to the reas­ 
surance by Leslie Wilkes, SMID board of 
directors president, that the question 
will be discussed again in the light of ap­ 
peals by water district directors SMID 
will hold a regular meeting tomorrow 
Water district legal counsel Stanley C. 
Hatch told members of the two bodies 
that SMID and the Goleta County Water 
District board, were the only two major 
water purveyors in the county to fail to 
file a subscription 
In the case of SMID, the argument is 
really between SMID and directors of 
the larger Improvement District 1. Both 
are subunits of the parent water district, 
with SMID buying some of its water 
from the other, larger entity. 
Part of the problem may be the 


language used by the improvement dis­ 
trict in assessing its own need for sup­ 
plemental water. In a report on the ques­ 
tion. district officials said the improve­ 
ment district would need 2,000 acre feet 
of state water exclusive of SMID’s 
needs That seemed to say in the view of 
some, that the improvement district, 
supplier of water to SMID was cutting 
SMID adrift when it came to the latter's 
possible need for supplemental water. 
Some of the water district directors, 
including Virgil Phelps, conceded that 
that misunderstanding may have oc­ 
curred. Phelps won a consensus of sup­ 
port for the rationale that SMID has 
always been a customer of the improve­ 
ment district and would naturally expect 
to get its water, regular and supplemen­ 
tal from the larger entity. If SMID was 
satisfied with the 2,000 a.f. subscription 
of the improvement district then, there 
was no problem, Phelps said. 


At the same time, Hatch, supported by 
his directors, argued that SMID bought 
only part of its water from the improve­ 
ment district and made up the balance 
from a well system. 
Water district directors argued that 
the improvement district couldn’t in­ 
clude a subscription for SMID because of 


the possibility that SMID might elect to 
take all or most of its water from the 
well system, thus leaving the improve­ 
ment district holding the bag with sup­ 
plementary water it couldn’t sell. 
If that came about, Hatch argued, pay­ 
ment for the unsold water would come, 
about 40 per cent from the SMID area 
and about 60 per cent from the larger im­ 
provement district. In other words, ac­ 
cording to Hatch, the bulk of the tax­ 
payers in the improvement district 
would be paying most of the tab for 
water that SMID at that point elected not 
to buy. 
Wilkes said SMID was concerned 
about the double taxation threat based on 
the premise that the SMID taxpayers 
were already paving taxes to the im­ 
provement district and by subscribing 
and shouldering the financial burden for 
state water would be faced with an ad­ 
ditional outlay of money. 
Hatch countered that fear, by noting 
that the tax paid to the improvement dis­ 
trict, included no consideration for the 
actual transfer of water. 
Despite a growing feeling among the 
water district directors that some 
headway was being made to overcome 
SMID objections, Nielsen in the end 
rejected the overtures.

State jobless 
figure lowest 
in three years 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) - The number 
of Californians holding jobs in 
September hit the highest point in nearly 
three years as the unemployment rate 
dropped from 7.5 to 7.4 per cent, the 
Brown administration said today. 
All major industries showed gains in 
employment during the month, the 
Employment Development Department 
said. 
The department said a record 9.5 
million Californians held joba, breaking 
the August mark of 9.4 million. 
Out of work were 675,200 persons — the 
lowest since October 1974, when 578,000 
were jobless. 
One year ago the unemployment rate 
was 9.2 per cent and 907,900 were jobless. 
Nationally, the unemployment rate 
dropped from 7.1 to 6.9 per cent in 
September.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - Allan 
Bakke’s lawyer told the Supreme Court 
today the University of California 
violated the Constitution in denying him 
admission to its medical school, dis­ 
criminating against him because he is 
white. 
But Archibald Cox, the university’s 
lawyer, and Solicitor General Wade Mc- 
C r e e , p r e s e n t i n g t he f e d e r a l 
government’s side in the closely watched 
"reverse discrimination case,” argued 
that professional schools must not be 
blind to race if the nation is to remedy 
past discrimination. 
Attorney Reynold Colvin, representing 
the 37-year-old twice-rejected white can­ 
didate for the University of California’s 
Medical School at Davis, said the univer­ 
sity was wrong in setting aside 16 of 100 
admissions slots for m em bers of 
minorities. 
Cox and McCree, disagreed sharply - 
McCree declaring that "to be blind to 
race today is to be blind to reality.” 
Colvin, a stocky, gray-haired lawyer 
from San Francisco, said the university 
w as 
i n d u l g i n g 
in 
" b r o a d 
generalizations” when it set aside the 16 
spots for minority students. It is not 
true, he said, that all members of a given 


race have the same economic and 
educational disadvantages 
Justice Thurgood Marshall, the court’s 
only black, asked Colvin if he would be 
making the same argument if only one 
slot had been reserved. 
"Numbers are unimportant,” Colvin 
said. 
"You are arguing about keeping 
somebody out and the other side is talk­ 
ing about getting somebody in. It de­ 
pends on how you look at it,” Marshall 
remarked. 
Colvin told the court the factual cir­ 
cumstances of the case are vitally im­ 
portant. 


"Normally, if we have a goal we select 
a standard and above that standard we 
admit people,” he said. "It is precisely 
the opposite here. Here the number is 
chosen and the number is filled 
regardless of the standard.” 


Justice John Paul Stevens asked 
Colvin if he disagreed with the university 
that all 16 minority students were 
qualified to proceed with a medical 
education. 
"We simply say there is nothing to say 
if they were qualified,” Colvin replied.

$4 50 in 1981, now it can only 
charge $4 36. $4 19 and $4 01 in 
those years 
This is not quite direct relief 
for Lompoc taxpayers since the 
district tax rate now is $3 93. 
one dollar below the maximum 
allowable rate.

our great country,” today 
signed legislation that author­ 
izes $14.7 billion in grants to ail­ 
ing cities, especially in the 
Northeast and Midwest. 
Carter said it was “ a very 
happy” occasion for him 
because such fiscal relief is 
urgently needed for large aging 
urban centers.

President urges 
health cost control 


WASHINGTON (U PI) - 
President Carter urged Con­ 
gress today to impose cost 
restraints on the nation’s 
hospitals ‘‘to restrain inflation 
and improve the quality of 
health care.” 
In a letter to Sen Herman 
Talmadge, D-Ga., chairman of 
a health subcommittee, Carter 
reaffirmed his ‘‘strong personal 
commitment” to administra­ 
tion hospital cost containment 
legislation 
The proposal would limit 
hospital revenue increases to 
about 9 per cent a year. 
Carter said 95,000 persons 
would enter community hospi­ 
tals today for health care that 
will cost them $124 million. 
‘‘Our people already spend 
more for health care than the 
people of any other nation,” he 
said in the letter released at a 
Senate hearing on the proposal. 
‘‘Yet. the cost of that care 


doubles every five years,” the 
President said. ‘‘The American 
people simply cannot afford 
yearly in creases in their 
hospital bills of 15 per cent and 
more.” 
Health, Education and Wel­ 
fare Secretary Joseph Califano 
said he thought Congress might 
pass a cost control bill this year 
if the session lasts longer than 
two more weeks. But Talmadge 
said he had been in touch with 
appropriate House subcommit­ 
tee chairmen and doubted that 
Congress would approve a bill 
this session. 
‘‘One of my most important 
priorities is to secure strong 
legislation to restrain the 
skyrocketing increase in health 
care costs,” Carter wrote. 
‘‘This legislation is important 
in our twin efforts to restrain 
inflation and improve the 
quality of health care for all 
Americans.”

LONDON (UPI) — Unknown 
assailants have assassinated 
North Y em en’s m oderate 
leader. Lt. Col Ibrahim Mo­ 
hammed el Hamadi. who led 
the strategic Red Sea nation 
toward improved relations with 
Saudi Arabia. 


In a string of bulletin radio 
announcements, the ruling 
Command Council that was 
headed by Hamadi said ‘‘crimi­ 
nal rancorous murderers” had 
slain both the 34-year-old presi­ 
dent and his brother, Lt. Col 
A bdullah 
M oham m ed el 
Hamadi. a top military official. 
The council — North Yemen's 
chief executive and legislative 
body — vowed “ revenge” but 
gave no details of the assassi­ 
nations nor any immediate in­ 
dication of possible suspects. 
The radio broadcasts from 
the North Yemeni capital were 
monitored in London 


Early today, the council bom 
in Ham adi‘s 1974 bloodless 
takeover announced a new 
council chairman, Lt. Col. 
Ahmad al Ghashmi. to “ fill the 
vacuum” left by the slaying of 
the country’s ‘‘great m ar­ 
tyr.” 
The new leadership vowed 
“ to follow the line set for us by 
the late leader” — a path 
marked by close ties with 
neighboring Saudi Arabia, ten­ 
sion with the radical regime of 
South Yemen and an ambitious 
five-year development plan to 
boost the living standards of 
one of the world’s m ost im ­ 
poverished nations 
Ghashmi. Hamadi’s deputy 
armed forces chief of staff, was 
designated new head of both the 
command council and the 
armed forces The three other 
members of the ruling body 
retained their seats, a council 
announcement indicated.

G etty Oil told 
to pay Treasury 
for overcharges 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The 
federal government, for the 
first time, has ordered an oil 
company accused of over­ 
charges to refund the money to 
the U.S. Treasury instead of 
returning it to consumers 
through lower prices. 
The Energy Department, 
turning down an appeal filed by 
Getty Oil Co., ruled Tuesday 
the firm must pay the govern­ 
ment more than $85 million to 
o f fs e t 
a lle g e d 
ille g a l 
overcharges. 
A department spokesman 
said the Treasury payment was 
ordered because “ it appears to 
be administratively unfeasible 
to identify the people to whom 
restitution should be made.” 
Getty officials denied any 
violation of federal oil price 
rules. 
“ The decision by the Depart­ 
ment of Energy is the result of 
a government agency continu­ 


ing to misinterpret its own 
regulations,” a Getty spokes­ 
man said. ‘‘Getty has not 
violated the law, and it intends 
to sue in federal court to 
challenge the DOE’s decision 
and order.” 
An E n ergy D epartm en t 
spokesman said Getty owes the 
government $84.63 million in 
overcharges plus interest total­ 
ing perhaps several million 
dollars. He said the full in­ 
terest, based on a complex for­ 
mula, has not been calculated 
because it will depend in part 
on when Getty makes its pay­ 
ments. 
The spokesman said the new 
department’s Energy Regulato­ 
ry Administration, which re­ 
placed the Federal Energy Ad­ 
ministration Oct. 1 in regu­ 
lating oil prices, ruled that Get­ 
ty in effect collected high 
foreign oil prices for low-cost 
“ old” domestic crude oil.

Writer MacKinlay Kantor 
dies of heart disease 


SARASOTA, Fla. (UPI) - 
Novelist MacKinlay Kantor, 
famous for his historical works 
about the Civil War, died in a 
convalescent home Tuesday of 
heart disease. He was 73. 
Kantor — who sold his first 
short story when he was 17 — 
became one of America’s most 
prolific writers, compiling 32 
novels as well as hundreds of 
short stories, magazine articles 
and poems. 
As a war correspondent in 
World War II his descriptions of 
the air war in Europe became 
classics in their own time 
“ Andersonville.” published in 
1956. won Kantor Pulitzer Prize 
recognition for his account of 
treatment of Yankee prisoners 
in the infamous Andersonville 
(Ga.) Confederate prison camp 
where thousands of Union 
soldiers died in squalor 
Kantor grew up in Webster 
City, Iowa, where he was born 
Feb 4, 1904 He got his start in 
writing when his m other 
became editor of the Webster 
City daily newspaper in the ear­ 
ly 1920s. 
In 1925 Kantor went to 
Chicago where he worked at a 
variety of jobs while writing for 


a Chicago Tribune column. 
Kantor settled in Sarasota, 
with his house facing the Gulf of 
Mexico, in 1936. 
He is survived by his wife , a 
son, Tim MacKinley and a 
daughter, Layne Kantor Shro- 
der. of Sarasota; a sister, 
Virginia Sours of Fort Lauder­ 
dale. and six grandchildren.

Edwin Kintner, director of 
the U.S. D epartm ent of 
Energy’s Magnetic Fusion divi­ 
sion. said Tuesday the element 
deuterium, found naturally in 
water, also can help overcome 
the protests of environmental­ 
ists because it can lead to reac­ 
tors with less solid radioactive 
waste. 
Deuterium has atoms twice 
the mass of ordinary light 
hydrogen atoms and is used in 
nuclear reactions. 
It “ can be easily extracted 
from ordinary water” and is 
the primary fuel of fusion, “ a 
truly inexhaustible energy 
source,” Kintner told a scientif­ 
ic seminar. 
Kinter said urgent develop­ 
ment of controlled fusion to 
generate more electrical power 
is being c a r rie d out in 
laboratories at Oak Ridge, Ten- 


n.; Livermore, Calif.; Los 
Alamos. N.M., and Princeton, 
N.J., and at an industrial firm. 
General Atomic, of La Jolla, 
Calif. 
He said plants using fusion — 
the union of atoms to release 
enormous amounts of energy — 
are preferable to fission reac­ 
tors, which involve splitting of 
atoms to achieve the same 
result. 
“ Fusion plants will not con­ 
tain plutonium or other 
m aterials which must be 
safeguarded to prevent diver­ 
sion for clandestine nuclear 
weapons,” Kinter said. 
He said the smaller amount 
of solid radioactive waste “ will 
mean a decrease in the radioac­ 
tive dose to the public in com­ 


parison to fission plants.” 
As a result, Kinter said, 
utility firms which have run 
into public resistance over 
safety fears will get a major 
boost “ in siting and licensing 
when compared with either fos­ 
sil or fission plants.” 
Kinter said fusion is "en­ 
vironmentally attractive” and 
yields no combustion products, 
its reactors “ release fewer 
wastes” and they inherently 
have a low probability of acci­ 
dents. 
Describing the program as 
“ the new order of things” and 
vastly cheaper than other 
nuclear power plans, Kinter 
said fusion reactions in plasma 
— ionized gas — are the basic 
“ energy sources of the universe 
in our sun and the other stars.” 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The 
American Jewish Congress to­ 
day joined the list of religious 
groups supporting the speedy 
ratification of the new Panama 
Canal treaties. 
Rabbi Arthur Hertzberg, 
president of the national human 
rights organization, said the 
agreement between the United 
States and Panama showed 
“ direct negotiations between 
conflicting parties with a 
sincere desire to avoid confron­ 
tation can result in compromise 
and resolution.” 
The treaties, according to 
Hertzberg, correctly reflect 
“ the legitimate aspirations, 
goals and obligations of both 
our own country and the 
Republic of Panama.” 
Hertzberg’s statements were 
made in a letter to chairman 
John Sparkman, D-Ala., of the 
Senate Foreign Relations Com­ 
mittee, the panel currently ex­ 
amining the accords 
Senate Democratic Leader 
Robert Byrd said Tuesday he 
thinks the treaties have gained 
in public support recently. 
Byrd, who has not stated his 
position on the pacts, joined a 


group of senators who met with 
President Carter Tuesday at 
the White House. 
The treaties, which give 
Panama control of the canal at 
the turn of the century, must be 
ratified by two-thirds of the 
Senate before they take effect 
and the administration is lobby­ 
ing strongly for support. 
Another who attended that 
White House meeting, Barry 
Goldwater of Arizona was 
much less optimistic about 
their chances.

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Booklet tells facts concerning 
Women and Social Security' 


“ Although social security touches the 
lives of everybody in one way or another, 
there are some aspects of the program 
that have special meaning to women" 
Vincent Rodriguez, 
social security 
manager in Santa Maria said today. The 
features are discussed in a booklet called 
“A Woman’s Guide to Social Security" 
which is available at the Lompoc social 
security office. 
The booklet focuses on how social 
security treats women in their varied 
roles — as mothers, widows, divorcees, 
single, or married. Rodriguez continued. 
A special publication for women was 
first published in 1964, and the present 
guide represents the latest of several 
revisions. The different versions reflect 
how the social security program changes 
in response to the changing needs of 
women as breadwinners and heads of 
households in their own right. 
Today women constitute 40 per cent of 
the total workforce and 47 per cent of all 
women work They make up 24 per cent 
of all heads of households, according to 
the Department of Labor’s Women’s 
Bureau. 
-\s a worker, a woman earns social 
security protection for herself and her 
family on the same basis as a male 
worker She gets benefits if she retires 
or becomes disabled after having worked 


long enough under social security 
dependents also may be entitled to 
benefits when she retires or becomes 
disabled. If she dies, her widower and 
minor children, or dependent parents 62 
or over may be eligible for payments. 
Until recently, Rodriguez continued, 
one difference between the woman and 
the male worker was that the husband of 
a woman worker generally had to prove 
he was dependent on her in order to 
qualify for social security benefits, while 
a wife did not. A recent Supreme Court 
decision deleted the dependency require­ 
ment for husbands. Thus, if one is getting 
disability or retirement benefits, the

higher. Medicare protection starts at age 
65A widow with minor children in her 
care may be entitled to widowed 
mother’s benefits at any age. The pay­ 
ments continue until the youngest child 
reaches age 18 and later if she is caring 
for a child who becomes disabled before 
age 22. Widows without dependent 
children may get reduced benefits at age 
60. 
Ordinarily a widow cannot receive 
social security benefits if she remarries, 
Rodriguez added.

Any traveler ever frustrated at at­ 
tempts to get a room for the night may 
have compassion for Barbara Mascsak’s 
tale of a m other of nine. 
"She had come from another state 
ahead of her husband,’’ Mrs. Mascsak, a 
board m em ber of Catholic Social Ser­ 
vice, recalls. The husband was being 
transferred to Vandenberg AFB by a 
contractor. 
The woman and her children, some 
quite young, arrived in Santa Maria late 
in the day. She had money She wanted to 
find a home in Lompoc and enroll her 
children in time for a new school year 
But nobody would rent her — and all of 
her children — a room. 
A church in Santa Maria referred the 
woman, by then “ really upset and 
depressed,” to the Mascsak home “She 
asked if I would call Lompoc motels 
because she was tired of being treated 
like a freak because she had such a large 
fam ily.” Mrs Mascsak says. 
The calls were placed. Lompoc Motel 
operators agreed to rent rooms to the 
family. Today, the family still resides in 
th e hom e p u rch ased here soon 
afterward 
“They were really a nice family. They 
just faced a difficult situation and 
needed some help,” Mrs. Mascsak com­ 
ments. 
A cheerful woman active in a number 
of community groups, Mrs. Mascsak 
takes pains to explain she never is in­ 
volved with the professional coimseling 
Catholic Social Service offers on a non- 
discriminatory, ability-to-pay, basis. 
That is handled by Don Wick, a bi­ 
lingual professional who works full-time 
in the North County. He staffs the Lom­ 
poc office at 213 W. Olive Street on Mon- 
davs. 
But he is assisted in non­ 


professional tasks, such as referrals and 
lia iso n w ith oth er a g e n c ie s, by 
volunteers. One is Mrs. Mascsak. 
Others are Herb Hochstatter, presi­ 
dent of the Northern Santa Barbara 
County board of directors; Andrew 
Mascsak. vice president; Anthony Ebel. 
a past president; Mr. and Mrs. Russell 
Hinkens; and Mrs. Emily Alves. Mrs 
Mabel Doyle is an auxiliary president 
Services are provided “without dis­ 
tinction as to race, class, creed or 
residence in Santa Barbara County," ac­ 
cording to the Rev. Msgr Patrick J 
O’Brien, executive in the main county of­ 
fice in Santa Barbara. Catholic Social 
Service is part of the Catholic Welfare 
Bureau of the Los Angeles Archdiocese 
“Services are family-oriented,” the 
monsignor says. There may be profes­ 
sio n a l cou n selin g or tem porary 
emergency aid Problems run the social 
gamut; Housing, food, health, clothing, 
e m p lo y m e n t, 
im m ig r a tio n and 
citizenship, inability to deal with 
budgeting, a government agency, even a 
legal matter. 
The Lompoc office works closely with 
the Santa Maria office and other Lompoc 
social welfare agencies, according to 
Mrs. Mascsak. She feels that “knowing 
the town, the people, the other agencies 
helps her in dealing with non-counseling 
needs of clients. 
“ People shouldn’t be ashamed to ask 
for help when they need it.’ 
she 
declares One of her goals is “to put peo­ 
ple at their ease, to help them feel their 
present problems will pass. We’ll give 
them a hand, and they can work to get on 
their feet.’’ 
An office call from a young Spanish­ 
speaking woman some months ago 
comes to mind as an example, the 
volunteer says. 
The young woman was accompanied 


by three children under age three She 
wanted cloth es for the children, 
“ although she really needed some 
clothes for herself,” Mrs Mascsak says. 
The woman’s husband was in FCI. 
Arriving new in town, she had obtained a 
needed rent deposit and was obviously 
embarrassed to be asking for additional 
help. 
“She kind of hung her head down." 
says Mrs Mascsak So the volunteer did 
her best to offer good humor along with 
clothes (some right away from the 
Health and Welfare Coordinating Council 
Thrift Shop, more in the future from the 
Catholic Social Service Thrift Shop in 
Santa Maria). 
Oddly enough, another young woman 
with three children and quite similar cir­ 
cumstances came in at the same time, 
Mrs. Mascsak remembers. “I tried to 
help them get acquainted. Maybe they 
could share some of each other s 
problems, form a friendship and give 
each other some support.” 
Last year, Catholic Social Service as­ 
sisted 211 individuals in 53 families in 
Lom poc. Mrs. M ascsak says the 
caseload has increased and volunteers 
cannot offer professional services. But 
more professional time would cost more 
money. 
United Way contributed $4,300 towards 
the cost of Catholic Social Service in 
Lompoc last year; $6,000 had been 
requested The campaign goal is $86,000 
this year There are 14 other agencies in 
the budget. 
“So many people simply can’t see the 
tr e e s for the fo r e st. They are 
overwhelm ed by som e im m ediate 
problem. I’d like to see us be able to do 
more.” 
She is another volunteer who hopes the 
United Way goal is met.

Soviet Union hits U.S. 
for ‘propaganda show' 


BELGRADE, 
Yugoslavia 
(UPI) — The Soviet Union 
denounced the West at the 
Belgrade conference today, in­ 
directly accusing the United 
States of putting on a human 
rights “propaganda show" as a 
form of psychological warfare. 
“We wonder why some peo­ 
ple are putting on a show over 
human rights,” Soviet delegate 
Yuli Vorontsov told the Soviet 
news agency Tass in an inter­ 
view distributed to Western 
correspondents. 
“We should use our time for 
constructive actions and not for 
the organization of propaganda 


shows,” he said. 
In a strongly worded speech 
to the 35-nation meeting called 
to review the 1975 Helsinki 
agreement, Vorontsov warned, 
“To transform the Belgrade 
conference into an arena of psy­ 
chological warfare would dis­ 
tort the intentions of the 
leaders who signed the (Helsin­ 
ki) final act.” 
Delegates said it was clear 
the Russians were referring to 
the United States and other 
Western nations which have 
sharply criticized alleged 
Soviet violations of the accords. 
“Propaganda and polemics 


are futile,” Vorontsov said. 


The U.S. delegation immedi­ 
ately issued an official reply. 


“The Soviet delegation is op­ 
posed to polem ics,” U.S. 
spokesman Thomas B. Reston 
said. “So are we, and there 
have been none.” 


“We have said before, and we 
say again now. that we seek no 
confrontation here and we ex­ 
pect none,” Reston said. “What 
we do expect is a thorough 
review of the implementation 
to date of all aspects of the final 
act” — including human rights.

Chemical tied to 
sterility probed 


SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) - A public inquiry on the 
development, effects and marketing of DBCP, a toxic 
chemical associated with sterility in male workers, 
opened today in San Francisco. 
Donald Vial, state director of Industrial Relations, 
will conduct the four-day inquiry which will include 
testimony from medical and occupational health ex­ 
perts. manufacturers and at least two workers 
sterilized by the pesticide. 
Last Aug. 15, after it was determined DBCP can 
cause sterility and may be linked to cancer, Vial ban­ 
ned the manufacture, formulation and compounding of 
all farm chemicals containing DBCP in California. 
At the same time, the state Department of Food and 
Agriculture suspended resgistration of all DBCP 
products, prohibiting their future use or sale. A 
Federal agency, OSHA, on Sept. 9 issued a temporary 
emergency standard imposing strict protective con- 
trols over any future use of the chemical in the United 
States. 
“We now know that, despite early research warn­ 
ings when DBCP was first developed 20 years ago, the 
emphasis on marketing a lucrative economic poison 
apparently outweighed any consideration for the 
protection or well-being of workers.” Vial said. 
“Corporate, scientific, and governmental respon­ 
sibility in this matter must be clearly identified. And, 
since DBCP is only one wave in a vast sea of toxic 
chemicals which have become an integral part of our 
production processes, what we learn from our DBCP 
inquiry will obviously have a major impact on our 
regulation of similar chemicals.” 


Army lost $ 11 8 million 
in property, say officials 


First group of navigators 
in AF graduating class 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - It 
took a five-month investigation 
to find out what every GI learns 
early in his military career — 
Uncle Sam doesn’t keep very 
good track of equipment. 
Total lost or stolen equipment 
may be worth 5118.5 million, ac­ 
cording to the Army’s inspec­ 
tor general. Servicemen appar­ 
ently sell some of the missing 
items on the black market, of­ 
ficials said. 
Lt. Gen. Marvin D. Fuller’s 
investigators staged surprise 
pre-dawn inspections at 116 
company-size units in the 
United States, Europe and 
South Korea. Missing was an 
average of 6.5 per cent of the 
items for which the units had 
responibility. 
Fuller told reporters Tuesday 
the figures, applied to the Army 
as a whole, indicate a total of 
$118.5 million worth of equip­ 
ment is unaccounted for. 


That is about 2.3 per cent of 
the Army’s total equipment in­ 
ventory of $12.5 billion.

$89 million, Fuller said. 
Army brass ordered the in­ 
vestigation following charges of 
widespread pilferage at some 
bases Fuller said it was un­ 
known how many of the shor­ 
tages were caused by thefts, 
but “the biggest problem is in 
sloppy inventory procedures.” 
No shortages of weapons, 
which are kept under tight 
security controis, showed up in 
the inspections. Fuller said 
most losses involved small 
items, such as field jackets and 
hand tools. 
“You just don’t steal a tank 
for very long,” he said. 
“Somebody’s bound to notice.” 
Fuller said the black market — 
a wartime institution — flou­ 
rishes today in the United 
States through pawnshops 
where GIs peddle equipment 
for a few extra dollars 


MATHER AIR FORCE 
BASE (UPI) - With the 
entrance of women into the 
ranks of Air Force navigators, 
officers see only two changes — 
higher-pitched voices on the 
radio and custom-tailored 
jumpsuits. 
“ The ladies have shown 
beyond any shadow of a doubt 
they have the ability to be 
navigators,” instructor Capt. 
Charles Pitts explained during 
a flight Tuesday at 21,000 feet 
altitude. 
Eighteen navigators graduate 
today from the Air Force 
navigation training school at 
Mather, the only one in the 
country, and for the first time, 
six women — five Air Force of­ 
ficers and one Coast Guard cap­ 
tain — will be among the 
graduates. 
During a 650-mile final train­ 
ing flight Tuesday, 1st Lt. 
Ramona Roybal, of Sacramen­ 
to, Calif., pointed out a bloblike 
visage on the radar screen, 
identified it as Lake Tahoe and 
explained the excitement of 
navigation. 
“Navigating is a real challen­ 
ge.” she said, measuring the 
distance between dots on a map 
beneath the radar screen. 
“You’ve got to know where you 
are. know where you’re going 
and minimize the time you’re 
going to be wasting.” 
“Give me a sextant and I can 
take you anywhere in the 
world,” challenged Capt. Bet- 


tye Payne, of Jackson, Miss., 
who will be assigned as a ' 
navigator on a C-141 at Travis 
Air Force Base. 
Both male and female offic­ 
ers agreed that the women 
received no special treatment 
during the 706-hour term, which 
included courses in everything 
from weather to day and night 
celestial navigation and avia­ 
tion physiology 
“ The only difference is 
there’s just a higher-pitched 
voice on the radio,” said Capt. 
Wes Collins, a pilot on the train­ 
ing planes. 
As far as Capt. Payne could 
tell, the only difference in men 
and women navigators were the 
women’s “custom-made flying 
suits,” which were the same 
khaki green but slightly more 
fitted than the men’s. 
“I don’t see any difference in 
teaching men and women,” 
said navigation instructor Capt. 
Kerry Koenig, adding that they 
all are capable navigators. 
The success of the training 


program came as no surprise to 
officers,who also expect a suc­ 
cessful first test year of opera­ 


tion. But despite predictions of 
success and equal abilities of 
male and female navigators, of­ 
ficers agree that unless 
Congress changes the law bann­ 
ing women from combat, the 
first crop of women navigators 
could be the last. 


“Until we get clarification on 
combat roles, where are we go­ 
ing to put the w om en?” 
wondered Col. Attilio Pedroli, 
commander of Mather Air 
Force Base’s 323rd Flying 
Training Wing.

LOS ANGELES (UPI) - 
Despite a tapering off of the 
frantic demand for housing in 
California, a banking official 
says the. market for new hous­ 
ing is strong. 
Dr. Shirley Stephenson, a 
Security Pacific Bank vice 
president, Tuesday said the 
leveling off in the construction 
industry “doesn't mean that 
public demand for new housing 
is falling off.” 
“Rather, it indicates that the 
recent most feverish demand — 
partly fueled by speculation — 
is behind us and we are now 
seeing a return to normal con­ 
sumer demand,” she told a 
meeting of realtors. 
Dr. Stephenson said much of 
the post-recession demand has 
been satisfied by the strong 
pace of the homebuilding last 
year and early this year. 
She said the rate of apprecia­ 
tion on homes has increased by 
less than 10 per cent on an an­ 
nual basis this year in Southern 


California compared to last 
year’s 30 per cent rate. 
Approximately 260,000 new 
dwelling units are projected for 
completion this year, an 18 per 
cent increase over last year s 
total. 
Dr. Stephenson said the nor­ 
malization of demand will allow 
for “a better climate for plann­ 
ing and investment as well as 
employment.”

the U.S. — but at their price. 
The solution to that is if we can 
keep T a iw a n out of the 
situation.’’ 
Fong, who retired in January 
after serving three terms as the 
first U.S. senator of Chinese 
ancestry, asks, “ Can we as a 
freedom-loving people, can we 
as a people who talk about 
human rights, entertain any 
agreement or do certain acts 
that will deliver 16 million free 
people over to a totalitarian 
regime? 
“ I cannot see it as an 
Am erican who believes in _ 
freedom of speech, freedom of 
religion, who believes in liberty 
and the dignity of the in­ 
dividual. 
“ I cannot subscribe to any ac­ 
tivity which w ill subject 16 
m illio n fre e people to a 
totalitarian rule.’’ 
Fong 
acknowledged 
that 
there is strict government rule 
in Taiwan but said there is “ no 
comparison” between Taiwan 
and China. 
What he is concerned about, 
he said, is that China w ill feel, 
through the weight of world opi­ 
nion. that it is powerless to sub­ 
jugate and control one of its 
provinces, Taiwan, and thereby 
be forced to “ show some of its 
authority.” 
“ Sooner or later China will 
want to show that it has power 
over all of its provinces. It 
could mean violent action, it 
could mean a war. The question 
is where is Russia going to be? 
Where is the U.S. going to be?” 
Ho has been advocating in­ 
creased trade between the 
United States and China since 
1969. when he accu rately 
predicted sino-U S. trade within 
five years. 


Since 1972, ho has been 
suggesting that Taiwan could 
be turned into a free trade zone 
that is locally autonomous but 
pays taxes to Peking. 


Unlike some businessmen 
who have been to China and 
doubt that normalization will 
mean increased trade. Ho sees 
a positive link between nor­ 
malization and trade 


“There are business oppor­ 
tunities but as long as we have 
the restrictive tariff on import­ 
ed merchandise from China we 
cannot do it There are few arti­ 
cles we can import from China 
unless we place her on the 
most-favored nation list." 


Regenerating lost limbs 
possible, research shows

IN D IA N APO LIS (U P I) - Doctors in the 
future may be able to focus the body’s natura 
electric currents on a severed limb and make it 
whole again, a researcher says. 
The idea is less science fiction than it may 
sound. Scientists at Purdue University are 
already using body currents to help frogs grow 
new front legs. 
And Dr. Lionel Jaffe, a biology professor, says 
doctors in England and Australia are treating 
children who lose part of a finger by leaving the 


w o u n d open, allowing the body to regenerate 
both bone and flesh. 
Jaffe. who has worked on regeneration experi­ 
ments with frogs for about three years said 
there is nothing mystical about what he is doing. 
Salamanders routinely grow new limbs, but 
frogs, which are very closely related, do not 
after they get beyond the tadpole stage. 
Jaffe said he believes the difference may be 
that the frog's lymph glands cause “ short- 
circuits” in the body’s electric system. 
“ The skin of the animal is a battery which acts 
bv moving through sodium in the water — a 
sodium battery,” he said from the Purdue 
campus at West Lafayette in a telephone inter- 
view 
“ The skin of humans has such a battery in it — 
one of the things police measure in lie detector

tests 
“ Scientists have knowii for almost a hundred 
v«ars that tiny electric currents flow from 
breaks in the skin of human beings and other 
creatures,” Jaffe said. He said these currents 
may serve as a guideline for the body in healing 
itself. 
For the experiments, Jaffe and his associates 
— Professor Joseph Vanable Jr. and graduate 
student Richard Borgens - cut off a foreleg on 
frogs, then installed a hearing aid battery on the 
back of each one with a current-carrying wick 
running to the stump of the limb. 
“ The wicks were really pieces of a cotton 
thread soaked in a simple salt solution that is 
sim iliar to blood," Jaffe said. “ By using the 
neutral thread instead of a wire you guarantee 
that all you lead to the stump is electricity itself 
— that you are not introducing any chemicals 
from a w ire.” 
The wicks were placed inside tiny rubber 
tubes and sewn under the animals skins. 
For most of the animals, the wicks were at­ 
tached to the negative pole of the battery and the 
positive placed under the skin so the circuit was 
completed through the whole body. For some 
others the positive pole was attached to the 
wick, and for a few that served as control 
animals, the batteries were short circuited.

Spicy details of some of the 
incidents revolving around 
Hughes’ fear of germs are 
related The girls had to be kept 
in near-isolation for fear of con­ 
tact with some other amorous 
pursuer. 
Chouinard first got to know 
Hughes when he approached 
him to sponsor a round-the- 
world plane flight. Instead, 
Hughes enlisted him as private 
detective although he had no ex­ 
perience in this field. Hughes 
insisted he take the pseudonym 
“ Mike Conrad” as a cover 
Chouinard may be called as a 
witness at the upcoming Las 
Vegas. Nev., contest of the so- 
called “ Mormon w ill,” leaving 
among other bequests one- 
sixteenth of the estate to 
Melvin Dummar. a gas station 
operator in Utah Dummar says 
he picked up a disheveled man 
he later identified as Hughes (Hi 
the Nevada desert in 1968. gave 
him a ride into Las Vegas and 
handed him a quarter because 
he was broke. 
Chouinard could be expected 
to testify that Hughes never 
wandered from his Desert Inn 
penthouse while holed up there 
The theme of the book is set 
early in this paragraph: 
“ During those years between 
1949 and 1968 when he was 


Howard Hughes' chief security 
agent Chouinard spent approxi­ 
mately $2 million He hired 288 
detectives and guards, nearly 
all of them college kids or 
Chouinard’s relatives or rela­ 
tives of relatives By official 
count he kept detailed case 
histories on 108 girls as well as 
unrecorded scores of files of

encounters 
Hughes 
briefly thought he fancied as 
potential mistresses for his 
harem.” 
On another subject, the book 
tells a previously unpublished 
version of how Hughes hap­ 
pened to favor persons of the 
Mormon 
faith as trusted 
employes 
One Christmas Eve. so the 
story goes. Hughes heard that 
one of his TWA planes had 
crashed in South America He 
began phoning aides to get 
more information, but most of 
them were unavailable or were 
imbibing in Christmas cheer 
and were no help. He finally 
reached B ill Gay. then just a 
minor secretary but later to 
become a power in the Hughes 
organization. 
Hughes supposedly asked Gay 
why he was “ not drunk or at a 
party." and Gay said booze was 
banned by his religion, the 
Church of Jesus Christ of the 
Latter-day Saints. 
The next day. Hughes phoned 
Nadine Henley, his executive 
secretary, and ordered:

shares of common stock 
In 
1951, the company had only 
600.000 shares traded at $44 a 
share. Since then, Zenith has 
had 32 stock splits 
A 100-share holding of Zenith 
common bought in 1951 for 
$4.400 would have been in­ 
creased by the splits to 3.600 


shares worth about $14 each, or 
some $49.950 The figures attest 
to Zenith’s management talent 
Zenith’s well known tv com­ 
m e rcia l on the s k ills of 
American workers has been 
junked but the company slogan 
since 1927. “ The quality goes in 
before the name goes on,” will 
remain. So w ill 16,000 em­ 
ployes because Zenith will re­ 
tain all final assembly work in 
the United States. 
When Nevin moved from 
Ford Motor Co to Zenith as its 
president in 1971, he pinpointed 
the company’s major problem 
as competition from abroad, 
prim arily Japan 
Cheaper labor and govern­ 
ment tax breaks overseas made 
it difficult for U.S. manufactur­ 
ers to compete. The first 
noticeable impact of imports 
had been the virtual surrender 
by U.S. firms of the black and 
white sets to Japanese firms 
The struggle eventually extend­ 
ed to color sets and Zenith 
wound up as the major U S. 
holdout against overseas pro­ 
duction. 
Jap an e se co lo r exports 
reached the United States in­ 


itially in 1967 and made rapid 
strides. 
Nevin promptly challenged 
the legality of Japanese im­ 
ports after he took over Zenith 
He succeeded in winning legal 
battles, but imports kept com­ 
ing — capturing 31 6 per cent by 
the first half of 1976 and 40.1 per 
cent in the second half. 
Nevin accused the Japanese 
of illegal “ dumping ” He said a 
tax advantage enables them to 
sell their sets in this country at 
about $200 less than they sell for 
at home. The U.S. Customs 
Court in New York agreed with 
Nevin last spring, ordering that 
penalty or offsetting duties be 
imposed on imports to combat 
the tax rebate. 


The ruling was overturned by 
a higher court, however, and 
Zenith intends to appeal to the 
U.S. Supreme Court in what 
could be a historic decision 


The Zenith dismissal an­ 
nouncement was emotionally 
difficult for Nevin. who just six 
months ago had been hailed for 
trying to maintain color opera­ 
tions in Chicago and several 
other cities.

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Stoppina nuclear missile plan is their lifework 


SEA T T LE (U P I) - To some 
Americans they are fools, these 
people who tilt against one of 
the most expensive, most 
destructive weapons systems in 
history as if it were the evil in 
each of us. 
They fling themselves into 
the arms of the law and speak 
of life and love. They chain 
themselves to security fences, 
plant gardens in m ilita ry 
restricted areas, ask armed 
guards to pray with them for 
peace as they stand on the for­ 
bidden shore of a nuclear sub­ 
marine base. 
“ Trident is an expression of 
what happens to everybody 
everday,” said Shelley Dou­ 
glass. co-founder of Pacific Life 
Community, part of a network 
of people whose lifework is now 
the stopping of the Trident 
nuclear missile and submarine 
program. 
“ Trident is the ultimate ex­ 
pression of the violence that’s 
within the system everywhere 
In a so cie ty th at re a lly 
respected human life. Trident 


would be unthinkable.” 
Shelly was talking at the 
camp — a shed and humble 
collection of tents — used by 
her group in planning and train­ 
ing for protest activities at the 
Trident submarine base under 
construction in nearby Bangor. 
She sat under a large evergreen 
and ate a freshly washed, half- 
rotten apricot retrieved, like 
much of the group’s food, from 
a 
su p e rm a rk e t 
g arb age 
dumpster. 
Some 56 protesters were 
arrested on federal trespass 
charges at the base during the 
sum m er. 
T h eir a c tiv itie s 
ranged from sitting inside a 
missile storage area inside the 
base to handing out anti-Trident 
leaflets to workers outside the 
base main gate. 
Shelley, a resident of West­ 
minster. British Columbia, re­ 
cently was sentenced to 90 days 
in ja il for her part in the 
protests. Most have been 
receiving 10-day, suspended 
sentences. 
The Trident system is part of 


the United States’ “ strategic 
triad” of land-based missiles, 
long-range bombers, and sea- 
based missiles carried on sub­ 
marines. The Trident missiles 
will be able to strike farther, 
with more force and accuracy, 
than any missile before. 
Each of 13 planned subma­ 
rines will carry 24 missiles 
Each missile will be equipped 
with 17 nuclear warheads each 
with a blast three times more 
powerful than the Hiroshima 
bomb. The Pentagon says the 
cost of the submarines, mis­ 
siles and support systems is $26 
billion. Not included are re­ 
search and maintenance costs, 
which critics say bring the total 
cost to $40 billion over a 10-year 
period. 
The 2-year-old Pacific Life 
Community is one of three such 
groups in the United States and 
Canada working to make the 
public aware of Trident. They 
say Trident is a first-strike 
weapon, in violation of interna­ 
tional law; that it is an en­ 
vironmental hazard, and that 


the money should be spent on 
jobs and people programs in­ 
stead. 
In Michigan last year the 
Great Lakes Life Community 
helped convince the citizenry to 
reject a proposed Seafarer 
Communications System , an 
electronic grid to be buried un­ 
der 100 square miles of ground, 
the radio command system for 
subm erged T rid e n t sub­ 
marines. 
On the East Coast, the Atlan- 
tic L ife C o m m u n ity in 
Baltimore demonstrates at the 
Pentagon and the White House, 
and in Groton, Conn., they hand 
out leaflets at the plant where 
General Dynamics is building 
the Trident submarines. 
Since 1975 members of the 
Pacific Life Community, with 
community houses in Sam Jose, 
Calif., Seattle, Victoria and 
Vancouver. B C ., as well as 
Hawaii and the South Pacific 
Islands, have demonstrated and 
handed out leaflets at the 
Lockheed Missile and Space Co 
in Sunnyvale. Calif., where the 


Trident Missiles are being as­ 
sembled. 
That year they also began 
passing out leaflets, cutting 
fences, and having themselves 
arrested at the Bangor site on 
fjord-like Hood Canal, just 
across Puget Sound from Seat­ 
tle. 
This summer was the sum­ 
mer of Bangor 
T h eir number is sm all, 
perhaps only several hundred, 
though they have many pacifist 
supporters. They live in “ resis­ 
tance” houses or inform al 
groups, working at odd jobs to 
support themselves. 
Some in the communities are 
Quakers or members of the 
Catholic left. Many of the 
original group are middle-class 
veterans of the civil rights and 
anti-war movements. 
Much of the method and con­ 
tent of their opposition to Tri­ 
dent comes from their ex­ 
perience in those movements, 
the recognition that they were 
devoted to political ideas which 
did not follow through to their 


personal lives. 
While they worked for equal­ 
ity and social change, said 
Shelley, their personal lives 
were filled with the violence of 
sexism, elitism, and neglect. 
“ Ego-tripping males,” said 
Shelley. “ The women washed 
coffee cups. Parents left their 
children uncared for. There had 
to be a way to honor each other 
as persons.” 
Permanent members of the 
“ Trident resistance” spend 
their time talking to legislators 
and citizens, giving “ educa- 
t ion a Is.” slide shows, puppet 
shows, training for acts of civil 
disobedience, “ thinking and 
sharing what non-violence 
means in your life ,” said 
Shelley. 
Their actions are generally 
small, symbolic, and personal - 
though one demonstration this 
summer drew 2,000. Those who 
want to join in expressing their 
opposition to Trident are en­ 
couraged 
to decide 
for 
themselves how best to do it 
and what risks they want to 


take. 
Their targets are individuals. 
They hoped, for instance, to 
convince Bangor construction 
workers to stop what they were 
doing. Commented one police 
officer; “ The workers aren’t 
here because of their political 
beliefs. Most don’t care one 
way or another about Trident. 
They have a wife and kids to 
support.” 
“ I feel I have some personal 
responsibility for Trident.” 
said Randy Brink before he 
rolled his wheelchair onto the 
Trident base and dumped a bag 
of white powder marked 
“ D a n g e r 
R a d i o a c t i v e 
M aterial” over his head. Brink, 
who once washed radioactive 
components at the Puget Sound 
Naval Shipyard, was arrested 
for trespass 
“ I believe thoroughly in 
democracy, and this is the way 
it works,” Howard W illits. 74, a 
former Oregon State legislator, 
told the judge in explanation of 
why he climbed over a base 
security fence with 16 others to 


invite security guards to a pic­ 
nic. 
“ This Trident nuclear subma­ 
rine base may be the last 
weapon. It may just be the end. 
This is the United States and 
you have to make people aware 
so they can do something about 
the problem.”

Weight is a poor guide to 
physical condition, according to 
a man whose business involves 
prescribing exercise programs 
for athletes and for ordinary 
people who want to tone up. 
“ Working on a height-weight 
scale is difficult.” says Tom 
Pipes, head of a consulting 
firm, adviser to athletes and 
director of preventive and 
sports medicine at a health and 
racquet club in northern San 
Diego County. 
“ The most reliable guide is 
the ratio of fat to muscle,” he 
said. 
That set of numbers is ob­ 
tained by being weighed twice 
— once under water. 
“ We know the density of mus­ 
cle, bone and fat,” Pipes said in 
an interview “ We know that 
muscle and bone smk in water 
and fat floats. We can tell with 
a great deal of accuracy the 
proportion of fat.” 
The dry weight, the wet 
weight and a mathematical for­ 
mula give Pipes the percent­ 
age of body fat. The underwa­ 
te r w eig h t is taken by 
suspending a person from a 
springboard with the help of a 
scale-rigged plastic basket. 
Men are considered to be in 
good condition if only 14 to 17 
per cent of their total body 
weight is fat. The comparable 
range for women as 22 to 26 per 
cent.' 
“ The key is not really the 
quantity of weight, but the 
quality of weight,” Pipes said. 
“ We consider obesity for men 
over 25 per cent fat and for 
women, over 35 per cent.” 
Appearance can be deceptive. 
Ron Cey, the 5-9, 185-pound Los 
Angeles Dodgers third base­ 


man, is among persons physi­ 
ologists have checked. “ He 
looks pudgy, but he has only 5 
per cent body fat,” Pipes said. 
“ He’s really a very fit athlete.” 
Pipes found the expected low 
percentage of body fat on 
jockeys, but learned from 
studying W illie Shoemaker: 
“ He also utilizes oxygen very 
well, and he’s strong. They 
don’t just sit up there on a 
horse. They work a lot harder 
than I thought.” 
The condition of athletes 
varies widely from sport to 
sport and sometimes from posi­ 
tion to position, he said. 
In overall fitness Pipes rated 
boxers highest, followed in 
order by players in basketball, 
football, hockey, soccer and 
baseball. He regarded Cey as 
an exception since pitchers 
generally are the most fit 
among baseball players. 


“ Running backs are the most 
fit of professional football 
players,” Pipes said. “ Wide 
receivers and defensive backs 
are next.” 
Pip es, 26, now working 
toward a doctorate in exercise 
physiology at the University of 
Southern California, originally 
studied physical education and 
physiology at the University of 
California at Davis in an at­ 
tempt to improve as a discus 
thrower. 
He became a consultant to 
the doctor in charge and 
worked with young athletes at 
the Olympic training camp at 
Squaw Valley. His testing of 
professionals in sports was 
done largely under the auspices 
of the National Athletic Health 
Institute as part of a group ef­ 


fort headed by its founder, Dr. 
Robert Kerlan. 
He also has written one book 
and is working on another. He 
will serve as a consultant to the 
1980 United States Olym pic 
team, and he has advised teams 
in p ro fessio n al b a se b a ll, 
basketball, football and hockey. 
Persons who exercise at The 
Courtyard, the healLI club, get 
fat-to-muscle ratio tests and 
m edically supervised elec­ 
trocardiograms, and they are 
checked for body flexibility, 
muscular strength and adapta­ 
bility to various exercises.

WASHINGTON - President Carter has 
ordered the National Security Council to 
assess the effects another oil embargo 
would have on the United States. The 
secret study will analyze how vulnerable 
the United States has become and how 
the government might respond if our 
overseas oil supplies 
should be cut off. 
Energy Secretary 
James Schlesinger has 
concluded darkly that 
the continued flow of 
Middle East oil into 
this country is less 
certain than at any 
time since the 1973 
Arab oil em bargo, 
confidential sources 
report. 
The United States 
has becom e m ore 
dependent, meanwhile, on foreign oil 
fields This country now imports 87 
million barrels of oil a day. This is two 
million barrels more than the daily in­ 
take only two years ago. 
Yet oil is the lifeblood that keeps the 
nation throbbing. Without overseas oil, 
the industry wheels would slow down and 
the highways would start to empty. Even 
the nation’s military machine would 
have to curtail its operations. 
So last June. President Carter ordered 
a se c re t review of the n atio n ’s 
vulnerability. The exhaustive, four- 
month study is now nearing completion. 
The findings probably will be too sen­ 
sitive to release to the public. The 
security analysts are studying several 
possible scenarios They are particularly 
concerned, for example, that a sudden 
disruption of the international oil flow 
could cause a confrontation in Europe 
between the Soviet bloc and NATO na­ 
tions over oil. One intelligence official 
stressed 
“Oil is terribly important in 
national security affairs.” 
The most likely result, according to 
sources fam iliar with the National 
Security Council review, will be tighter 
control of oil imports and a dramatic ac­ 
celeration of the strategic oil program. 
Overseas oil already is going into the 
strategic reserves in case of a future 
emergency. Schlesinger “would like to 
put as much oil in the ground as pos­ 
sible," one administration source ex­ 
plained 
C ritics contend, how ever, th a t 
Schlesinger puts too much emphasis on 
conserving oil and not enough emphasis 
on replacing it. Since the world con­ 
sumes oil faster than nature creates it, 
they argue, the world inevitably must 
run sh o rt of oil. They b eliev e 
Schlesinger’s first priority, therefore, 
should be to find a substitute for oil. 
Administration officials have in­ 
dicated to us, meanwhile, that the presi­ 
dent will start using his executive 


authority if Congress doesn’t help him 
reduce oil imports. He may have to 
resort to using the Trade Expansion Act, 
they said, to curtail imports with fees 
and tariffs. 
Footnote: Foreign oil purchases are 
also giving Treasury officials a four- 
a sp irin h ea d ach e . 
“ T h e re ’s no 
question,” an official told us, “that the 
balance of payments is causing concern 
at the highest levels.” 
PANAMA PRESSURES: The Carter 
administration is fully aware of human 
rights violations in Panama, but has 
remained silent so far to avoid upsetting 
the Panama Canal treaty negotiations. 
One highly placed State Dept, official 
conceded privately to our reporter Julia 
Keller that Panama “has areas in need 
of improvement,” including abuses of 
human rights. 
Another official added that State can­ 
not criticize Panama for such violations 
“ until the Panama Canal treaty is in the 
bag.” 
At the same time, presidential assis­ 
ta n t P e te r B ourne was recen tly 
reminded by the Panamanian Commit­ 
tee for Human Rights that, as we 
reported in 1973. the family of Panama 
strongman Gen. Omar Torrijos was in­ 
volved in narcotics smuggling and that 
the State Dept, tried to cover it up. 
Bourne told the spokesman the White 
House didn’t want to “ruffle feathers" 
during the sensitive negotiations. 
Meanwhile. Mrs. Leopoldo Aragon, 


widow of the Panamanian writer who 
recently immolated himself to protest 
the canal treaty, plans to tell the House 
about torture, kidnaping and forced ex­ 
ile under Torrijos. 
For the record, however, the ad­ 
ministration insists it is “not aware” of 
any human rights violations in Panama. 
The Panam anian embassy has also 
denied such violations. 
TV TUSSLE: The Justice Dept, has 
been accused of gypping American 
television makers out of hundreds of 
m illions of dollars in favor of 18 
Japanese competitors. 


In a scorching confidential letter to As- 
s i s t a n t A tto r n e y G e n e r a l Jo h n 
Shenefield, the nation’s antitrust chief, 
Sen. Birch Bayh. D-Ind., blasted the 
department for “incredible deference to 
suspected antitrust violators." 
Shenefield had promised Congress he 
would subpoena vital documents in the 
case. But Bayh charges he has double- 
crossed Congress by indicating he would 
drop the case without issuing a single 
subpoena. 
Roared Bayh: “The American televi­ 
sion industry has been nearly decimated 
over the past 10 years by the operation of 
what appears to be a classic and illegal 
cartel.” 
But Shenefield told us he is trying to 
persuade the Japanese and their 
American competition to voluntarily sur­ 
render necessary documents.

The near-hysterical disapproval of Mr. 
C arter’s most recent move on the 
Mideast was symbolized by the rather 
graceless act of Edward Koch, who 
returned President Carter’s proffered 
handshake with what looked on televi­ 
sion like a subpoena. It was of course a 
letter protesting Mr. 
C arter’s alleged in­ 
fidelity to Israel. 
What was wrong 
about it all was the 
spectacle. Koch is one 
Congressman running 
for high municipal of­ 
fice, far rem oved 
from the world of 
foreign policy. It was 
a breah of form to take 
a public ceremonial 
occasion in order to 
press his point of view 
on foreign affairs on the president. 
Rather like that singer, whoever she 
was, who stepped forward from the 
chorus line at the White House to deliver 
a lecture to Lyndon Johnson on the Viet­ 
nam War. 
However, non-New Yorkers who are 
disposed to believe that Koch is unique 
will perhaps be relieved to be reminded 
that, where Israel is concerned, no 
niceties of distinction are observed in 
New York City. Mayor Wagner refused 
to provide amenities of the city to Ibn 
Saud. His successor Mayor Lindsay 
snubbed Charles de Gaulle, though it is 
questionable whether de Gaulle noticed 
it. If one were to say in New York that 
Israel was being unfair to goldfish, one 
would need to retire from public life. 
The fact of it is that Mr. Carter’s in­ 
itiative was utterly deplorable. Not 
because it was in any conclusive sense 
anti-Israeli—Mr. James Reston is cor­ 
rect in saying that in fact the United 
States Government is coming closer and 
closer to g u a r a n te e in g I s r a e l ’s 
nationhood — but because of the sur­ 
realistic cooption of the Soviet Union as 
our formal partner in search of peace in 
the Middle East. 
It is true that the Soviet Union and the 
United States are the joint sponsors of 
the Geneva Conference at which the 
problems of the Mideast are supposed to 
be transacted. But that is a diplomatic 
formality that hardly justifies the im­ 
pression that the two powers are in fact 
interested in the same ends. The Arabs 
over the years have been resentful over 
United States partiality to Israel. But no 
Arab state believes that it is United 
States policy to encourage Israeli im­ 
perialism. The Israelis have over the 
years chafed at anything less than total 
partiality by the Unived States in favor 
of Israel — primarily because they see 
themselves, quite correctly, as sur- i 
rounded by hostile powers, until very 
recently heavily financed by the Soviet 
Union. 
Along comes Mr. Carter not only ask­ 
ing Israel to accede to representation in 
Geneva of the P alestine refugees 
(represented, at the moment, by the 
PLO), but asking Israel to do so under 
the joint auspices of the Soviet Union and 
the United States. It is difficult to see 
how any intelligent Israeli could be 
moved by such an initiative, under such 
auspices. 
The Israelis have learned something 
about the Soviet Union we appear 
doomed never to learn. It is this, that the 
Soviet appetite for dominion of the 
world, from sea to shining sea, is the 
nearest thing to a constant in inter­ 
national affairs. And whereas for a 
generation after the war the Soviet ap­ 
petite in the Mideast was merely the nor­ 
mal appetite of a disruptive, imperialist 
power, that interest became ravenous 
upon seeing, in the flesh in 1973, an ex­ 
hibition of the power of the oil-producing 
states of the Middle East over the entire 
industrial world. Control of the Persian 
Gulf, and a leverage over the policies of 
the Mideast, is surely more important to 
the Soviet Union than its routine disrup­ 
tions in Africa, in the Caribbean, in Latin 
America, in Asia even. 
There is a virtuoso think tank in the 
White House, Zbigniew Brzezinski, in 
whose head flashbulbs explode at the 
rate of about 30 per hour, who no doubt 
supplied President Carter with a grand 
schematic showing how, if we encourage 
the Russians here, over there linkage 
will deliver the Soviet Union into our 
hands. The Israelis, looking over the 
proposition, say it’s spinach and the hell 
with it.
